“ Is this Hudson River s h ad V they asked the waiter. 
“ Y es mam." the waiter replied, eaperlv. 
“ No. thank you." countered the lady," we'll have 
something else. 
I he incident is symbolic of the rising concern of many 
folks about the polluted condition of the Hudson River 
and the state of health of its piscatorial population. 


W H IL E C O N D IT IO N S may not be as serious as the 
elderly couple believed, the ever increasing pollution of 
the once majestic Hudson is a matter of deep concern to 
long time river experts like Rav Delavan of The Free­ 
man's maintenance department. 
“ The problem of pollution in the Hudson is tops on 
every fisherman's agenda these days." says Delavan. 
“ Some steps have been taken to correct the situations, but 
a lot more effort is needed." 
“ Fishing in the Hudson and Rondout creek used to 
be tfie thing." he goes on. “ Vie all looked forward to 
harvests of bullheads, catfish, eels, black bass, not to 
mention yellow and white perch. 
They were available 
bv the carload." 


D E L A V A N P O IN T S O U T that smelt were the first 
to run in earlv spring Then came the herring, followed 
bv the shad. “ Rut I don’t think the present day fishing, 
both bv line and net. is not the same as in years past. I he 
litter, garbage and chemicals that pour down the Hudson 
and large industrial plants both along the river and creek 
have made it rough on the outdoor boys," 
Pelicans 
( s m a ll sturgeon) and striped bass are still 
caught in the shad nets, but not in the volume of, say, 
ten years ago. 


Most of the regulars along the docks of both the H ud­ 
son and Rondout are settling for white perch, sunfish. bull­ 
heads and catfish," savs Delavan, but it just isn't the 
same anymore. Special bait ranging from corn meal balls 
to mullberries are used for carp. The common worm— 
night crawlers— are still most effective for sunnies and 
white perch. 
Catfish respond to almost any rav meat, while hot 
dogs, beef and liver appear irresistible as ever to bull­ 
heads. 
“ Personally, 1 have moved my fishing area." says 
Delavan. “ So have manv others. I believe most of those 
fishing the river and Rondout do so for convenience. But 
when I want real fishing I travel to places like Cannons- 
ville. Dovnsville, the upper creek above the Eddyville 
falls and the Ashokan reservoir." 


D E L A V A N RELIEVES the State Conservation D e­ 
partment should stock the reservoirs with trout. I he Sho- 
kan delivers pike, trout, yellow perch and white fish, but 
could use some stocking, he thinks 
Delavan has some fine credentials 
as a fisherman. A 
vrar ago, he matched the Genesee Fishing Contest winner 
with a 2k-inch pickerel, weighing 4*/> pounds. On that 
same safari, Bert Beesmer landed a 22-inch, 3 pounder. 
Delavan, however, did not enter his catch in the statewide 
contest. 
The current pickerel leader, incidentally, is a 2 pound, 
14 ounce specimen, landed bv Ken Smith of Kirkwood in 
the Delaware near Dovnsville. H e snagged it with a 
nghtvalker. 


W H IL E TH ERE M A Y be reservations about the 
Hudson River shad run, not so in the Delaware River 
where this year’s shad m n could be the greatest ever. 
Last year's run 
was the largest 
in five vears and many 
boats strung 15 to 20 fish a day. Roe fish made up about 
half the catch. 
“ Not since a three-year period during 19 61-64 have 
significant numbers of shad survived the pollution barrier 
in the lower Delaware on their fall run to the season."

Naug hton . presiden t of the Pruden tial In suran ce Com­ 
pan y of America, would limit in flation to four per cen t 
in 1970 an d two per cen t in 1971. to be achieved by wag e- 
price g uidelin es set by the Presiden t an d supported 
by public opin ion . 


The Org an ization for Econ omic Cooperation an d De­ 
velopmen t sug g ested an in comes policy —an other word 
for wag e price con trols — “ mig ht en han ce prog ress 
towards price stability an d an earlier return to fuller 
employ men t.” 
The Lion el D Edie Co., New York busin ess advisers, 
urg es selective con trols, even if difficult to en force, 
as “ preferable to hig hly disruptive in flation , a con fi­ 
den ce crisis an d an archy in the mon ey markets.” 
Walter Heller, chairman of the Econ omic Coun cil in 
19 6 3-19 6 6 . in sists that econ omic g uideposts had a real 
effect in holdin g down in flation in that era. 
Whereas 
Paul W. McCracken , today ’s chairman , said the g uide- 
posts of the John son era were discrimin atory an d 
biased. 
The Presiden t’s appeal to busin ess leaders last week 
sparked the stock market revival. Who kn ows, a similar 
appeal to man ag emen t an d labor could move them to 
slow* or even halt wag e an d price rises an d fin ally put 
an en d to the in flation hurtin g them an d hurtin g all of us.

This can be don e by erectin g a hig h fen ce 
aroun d pools, keepin g the g ate locked when the pool is 
un atten ded, seein g that water is drain ed from tubs an d 
pails, an d the path to the creek or lake is blocked. 
No matter how man y safety measures are taken , the 
best way to preven t trag edy is throug h train in g . Some­ 
on e in the family should kn ow how to g ive artificial res­ 
piration , just in case it is n eeded. An y y oun g sters should 
be taug ht to float an d swim at an early ag e. 
Common sen se an d caution . 
Those are the watch­ 
words this summer an d every summer. Have fun , kn ow 
what y ou an d y our children are doin g , an d how.

“Money is the root of all evil" says a 
very old proverb. But it is such a neces­ 
sary evil that it just had to be invented 
as the world became more civilized 
Earliest man had no use for money. 
His entire lifetime was exclusively dedi­ 
cated to his crops and herds in eking out 
a bare living from his own resources. 
The very few things he didn't possess 
were acquired by barter from he who 
did have them. The Hudson Valley farm ­ 
er who had brick clay on his riverside 
acres would burn a few extra bricks 
overhand above his own needs arid per­ 
haps swap them for medical or legal 
services. 
In lieu of coins of precious metals 
with a universal value based on the 
metal content, in many areas over peri­ 
ods of time, certain highly desirable 
commodities with a set value circulated 
as purchasing media. In the Colony of 
New Netherland. beaver skins with a 
standardized value of $2.40 each were 
used as money 
Paper Money Came Late 
A monetary system of coinage was 
one of the first products of the new 
United States of America. From half 
pennies to multi dollar coins, each was 
struck in conper, silver or gold. Not un 
til the Civil War. when people hoarded 
metallic coin in fear of its disappearance 
from circulition was paper money of­ 
ficially issued by the United States gov­ 
ernment. It was first issued with the 
dollar bill as the smallest denomination. 
* 
Three large frames filled with a col­ 
lection of local items recently hung in 
the Board Room of The State of New 
York National Bank very graphically 
demonstrate the monetary problems erf 
the mid Hudson Valley and some of the 
solutions of those problems. 
One contains a set of paper bills in 
denominations of 5c. 10c. 25c and 50c is­ 
sued by the Village of Kingston in 1862. 
They were redeemable in even dollar 
amounts at The State of New York Bank. 


CERTIFICATE OF DEPOSIT issned by The State of New York National 
Bank in 1867. One of the first to become a federally chartered institution, 
nader the National Banking Act of 1863, its certificate bears a 5c Federal 
Revenue stamp required on most monetary transactions to wipe out 
budgetary deficits caused by the Civil War. 


AND WHO HAS NOT used the expression, "Phony as a $3 bill”? Just 
abont everybody at some time or another. Suffice it to say, however, 
that there was nothing phony about this state bank note. It was issued 
by the Fallkill Bank in Poughkeepsie in 1858. 


FRACTIONAL CURRENCY NOTES issued by the Village 
of Kingston in 1862 to alleviate disappearance of metallic 
coins. Federal government forced withdrawal since only 
they can legally issue money. 


NATIONAL BANKNOTE issued for the Huguenot National Bank of 
New Paltz in the 1870's was as much a work of art as of currency with 
its engravings of great historical moments. 


Their issuance was an emergency mea­ 
sure to prevent the stoppage of trade at 
the stores of Kingston merchants. 
Kingston Hoarders 
Reluctantly, and only because they 
had no other choice, Kingston people 
used the new government paper bills in 
denominations of $1 and upwards. But 
still they hoarded their metal coins in 
fractional dollar amounts. This is what 
caused the crisis. If a 50c purchase was 
made by tendering a $1 bill, the mer­ 
chant had no coin to make change. But 
when the Village came to the rescue he 
could give in change a 50c bill. As soon 
as the holder acquired two 50c bills -or 
any combination totaling a dollar- he 
could go to The State of New York Bank 
and trade them in for a government 
issued $1 bill. 
Th«s worked beautifully. Until the 
Civil War version of the Secret Service 
called upon Village officials, compli­ 
mented them on their ingenuity and 
then warned them that by law only the 
United States government could legally 
issue money. 
They ordered the Village to immedi­ 
ately recall atl fractional currency notes 
and destroy them 
Since some souvenir savers refused 
to give them up. and some were lost 
temporarily or permanently, the Village 
had a nice little financial windfall out of 
the venture Because the bills had been 
sold to merchants and the proceeds put 
into an eventual redemption fund, the 
value of the unpresented bills became a 
quick profit to the Village. 
Wildcat Banks 
Also in the frames are several paper 
state bank notes issued by state char­ 
tered banks in the 1840s and 1850s.These 
notes, and legally that is just what they 
were since they promised to redeem 
from the assets or profits of the issuing 
bank only, had a colorful career. Most erf 
them were issued by new banks in areas 


of the country which were in the process 
of settlement and where population was 
very sparse. Many of them were called 
"wildcat bonks” because there were 
more wildcats than people in the areas 
they served. Many of their notes quickly 
became worthless ("busted banknotes") 
and others were accepted only at a heavy 
discount from face value. The papers of 
those days in every issue carried listings, 
very similar to the stock market reports 
of today quoting the value of all widely 
circulating notes. A bank official would 
consult the tables and pay you 50c (or 
whatever the quoted figure was) in ac­ 
ceptance of your $1 state banknote. 
The state banknotes issued by Hud­ 
son Valley banks, in an older, more pop­ 
ulated and stable area, were generally 
accepted at face value Two are shown 
in the State of New York National Bank 
exhibit. One is a $5 note issued in 1650
